DREADFUL SH IPW REC K ON LAKE E R IE . 
T he following deplorable account of a shipwreck, 
w e copy from 
the Coneaul G aze tte o f th o 1 3 th .— 
Coneaut is in Ashtabula County, and is on Lake Erie 
shore :— 
“ At an early hour this morning a hull of r. vessel was 
seen off our harbor, and with the aid o f a spy glass, 
one person was discovered on board ; but as the lake 
was rough, and tho wind to the Northward, it was im­ 
possible to go to 
the vessel. 
About 8 o ’clock, how ­ 
ever, when she had drifted within about thirty rods of 
the shore, one mile west o f the harbor, two or three 
individuals plunged into the lake, and succeeded in get­ 
ting on board, when a scene of horror and distress pre­ 
sented itself to their view . 
T he individdal before dis­ 
covered proved to be the mate, Henry VVaghorn. 
lie 
was unable to help himself iriuflh, and seemed indifier- 
ent about getting on shore, 
and by his side, lashed to 
the windlass, were the lifeless bodies of two men, und 
in 
the 
cabin 
ten more, o f men, women and children. 
T he four m en, three boys, four girls, and one woman, 
were taken on shore, and decently interred in tho bury­ 
ing ground attached to the Presbyterian meeting house. 
Alter the mate had become revived nnd able to con­ 
verse, we learned from him the following particulars 
relative to the accident. 
T he schooner is a trader, of 
and from Otter Creek, Canada, loaded with lumber 
and bound to Cleaveland, with a crew of four, in­ 
cluding captain and mute, and 10 passengers. 
There 
was a widow lady nnd six children, name not known, 
and three gentlem en, one by the name o f John R ich­ 
ardson. 
On W ednesday morning, when between Ash­ 
tabula and Grand River, about day light a squall struck 
the schooner which split all the sails and rendered her 
unmanageable ; and about 11, A. M., two heavy seas 
»truck her in quick succession, which capsized her, and I 
carried away both her in sts and bowsprit, and stove! 
a hole in her larboard bow ; at the moment she cap­ 
sized, all on board were below ; in about five minutes 
she righted again, when the m ale, two of the hand» 
and one passenger, name not known, got upon deck, 
and all succeeded in lashing themselves to the wind­ 
lass, except the passenger, who was sw ept overboard. 
T h e captain and the remainder o f the passengers did 
not attempt to com e on deck, but remained in the 
cabin, about two thirds filled with water, until they 
died, winch was between 10 o ’clock that night and 
daylight the next morning.’—T he groans and cries for 
help continued until about daylight. 
T he widow was 
bound for Cleuvelund, where she has u son residing.
